Resisting tiik Federal Govkun ment. 
—Since the formation of the U. S. Govern- 
ment, there have been nine specific attempts 
to defy its authority : 

The first was in 1782, and was a conspi- 
racy of several officers of the Federal army 
to consolidate the thirteen States into one, 
and confer the supreme power on Washing- 
tun. 

Tho second was in 1787, called " Sh.iy's 
insurrection," in Massaclnieeits. 

The third was in 179 J, popularly called 
•' the whisky insurrection of Pennsylvania." 

Tho fourth insiaiice vvas in 1814, by the 
llaril'ord Convention of Federalists. 

The iilih, on which occasion tho different 
sections of the Union were brought into col- 
lision, was in 1820, under the administration 
of President Munroej and occurred oii the 
question of the admission of Missouri inta 
the Union, 

The sixth was a collision between, the 
Legislature of 'Georgia and the Federal Gov- 
ernment in regard to certain lands given by 
tho latter to the Creek Indians. 

The seventh was in 1820, with the Che- 
rokees in Georgiii. 

The eighth was the memorable nullifying 
oniinaiice of Sonlh Carolina, in 1S3'2. 

Tho ninth was in 1856, on tho part of Ihe 
.MormonSj who resi.sled ihe Federal autho-

Platina. — llecent investigations prove 
that the discovery of malleable phitina, 
which has been variously ascribed to Prout, 

Wallaston, Fuurcroy, Brcnnt, and even to 
.Iiinctty, belongs lo a French eheinist, Fran- 
cois Chabaneaii, resident in Madrid. In tho 
eighteenth century there -was brought to 
Spain, from ijuuth America, not only golil 
and silver, but .another metal in small grains, 
white, hard, briitle, and insolluble, to which 
was given -Jthe nnnio of platina, from plata, 
silver. In 1780, Chabaneau attempied to 
shapcn Ihe platiua into ingots, and his ef- 
forts were successful. The Spanish King, 
Charles III, was so pleased at the fact of 
this discovery having been made in his capi- 
tal, that he struck n commemorative medal 
ill platina und conferred a pension upon 
Chabaneau. The letters patent graniin : 
this pension arc dated in 1785, and thus ef- 
fectually settle his claims to priority. 

Si .V(;l i,.\k Casl ai.tv— On Christinas morn- 
iii.r. in Chicago, the watchman of the pro- 
peUer C. Meats, discovered a man, evidently 
ii.sano or jn delirium tromens, at the mast- 
head i)f the boat. The man being a stranger, 
and the eireumstanoe a suspicions one, bo 
called t.i him to conic down, and received liu 
replv. .Several persons galliereil about the 
biat and quostioned him, but ho periina- 
ciouslv refused to come down, snying tluit 
the lienincrats were after him to kill him for 
votiii^r I,ineul:i.

McGregor,'' and that he lived on West .lack- 
son street. The police were sent fir and 
endeavored to get him down, but .ill lo no 
purpose. As a last resort, two men went up 
the mast with a rope to secure him, when he 
drew a knif(! and threatened to kill them. 
They 'iu'pt on their way, however, and had 
nearly reached him, vhen he suddenly leap- 
ed from tho mast, in his fall striking the 
edge of the .dook.and dnstantly Wiling him- 
self. _

withuiit any o()iilnbiilii);i to tht> national rov- 
ciuio, tl;i; iVi.i".i- lliinks it \vonl<l be a ;;oo(t 
plan to let Iheni tal;e caro ot llienisi.'lvcs, 
pi-iiviJed iliey will form tlieinselvud into a 
fonfu.ierai V. " If the whole of North 
ArniTica/' it remarks, "is not to form a part 
of the United States, the best means of giv- 
ing strength to the people north of the St. 
Lawrence is to follow the example of the 
American statesmen, and to make a new 
United Slates."

Two more decrees favorably affecting the 
press have beeti issued in Franco. One uf 
these, re-organiaihg tho different bureaus ul' 
the Department of the Interior, strikes out 
the words " of tho |)re.ss onliiely from the 
detinllion of ibe functions of .M. de la (luer- 
roiiicre, whose ileptirtrnent was lieietotore 
entitled " The Direction General of the 
Preis, of Priiitiiifj and tho sale of Pnbliea- 
lions." The control of tho press will still 
form a poi-lion of his ilnlies, bnl it no luiiye'r 
lii,nires as a special object of surveilhuiee. 
The other decree ann tils .the judicial con- 
denanalions which have been rendered 
against various papers, and also arresting 
all the suits which have been commenced. 
All the journals in France, tberofore, have a 
fair, fresh start in life, having received par- 
don and absolution for all Iheir firtn(!r .sin.s. 

The next most ihip.jrtant ilecree forms the 
first stap towards the a'Dolition of the pass- 
port system, by whieh iMilish siibjitels tiie
